Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Andrews  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourth  Annual  Report  on  the 
Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  .Urban  District  for  the  year 
1957. 

The  report  has  been  written  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  1/58  dated  13th  January,  1958.  The  Vital  Statistics 
for  the  year  under  review  were  as  follows,  for  comparison  the  1956 
figures  are  included  in  parentheses  :  — 

The  population  (Registrar  General’s  mid-year  estimate)  is  4,710 
(4,720)  showing  a  decrease  of  10  on  last  year’s  figure,  and  the  Vital 
Statistics  in  this  report  are  based  on  this  figure.  The  Birth  Rate  was 
17.20  (17.58),  but  there  was  an  actual  decrease  in  live  births  by  2.  The 
Crude  Death  Rate  15.29  (9.75)  showed  an  increase  of  26  deaths,  the 
registered  causes  of  deaths  are  listed  on  page  6.  The  Infant  Mortality 
Rate  was  12.35  (12.05),  which  means  that  there  was  one  death  under  one 
year  of  age  out  of  81  live  births.  Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  under 
the  heading  of  Maternal  Mortality  which  is  highly  commendable. 

Section  F  deals  with  the  prevalence  of  Infectious  Diseases.  Under 
this  heading  there  was  one  case  of  Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  and  one  case 
of  Non-Paralytic  Poliomyelitis  notified,  both  cases  were  removed  to 
hospital  and  both  recovered.  One  case  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis 
was  notified  during  the  year.  Other  notifications  were  Measles,  Scarlet 
Fever  and  Whooping  Cough. 

Sections  C,  D  and  E  of  the  report  have  been  submitted  by  your 
Public  Health  Inspector  and  Surveyor.  In  Section  D  it  will  be  noted 
that  19  new  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during  the  year  and  a 
start  was  made  on  a  further  16,  and  22  houses  were  demolished  under 
Section  1 1  of  the  Housing  Acts  1936/57. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee  for  their  help  and  encouragement  and  Mr.  Smith, 
for  information  supplied  for  this  report  and  for  his  ever  ready  assistance 
throughout  the  year.  I  should  also  like  to  thank  Mr.  Sharman  and  staff 
for  assistance  on  many  matters  throughout  the  year.  Finally,  I  appreciate 
very  much  the  assistance  received  from  Miss  Langley  in  compiling  this 
report.

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1957. 

Water  Supply.— An  adequate  supply  of  water  has  been  maintained 
in  the  town  by  the  Mid-Northants  Water  Board,  and  no  reports  of  water 
shortage  were  received  during  the  year. 

Water  from  the  new  Pitsford  reservoir  was  supplied  into  the  low 
level  mains  on  3rd  June,  1957,  and  into  the  high  level  mains  on  6th 
November,  1957. 

Water  Analysis. — A  sample  of  Rothwell  water  and  one  of  Pitsford 
water  were  taken  on  the  30th  October  and  submitted  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service  for  bacteriological  examination  with  the 
result  that  both  samples  were  reported  to  be  “very  satisfactory”. 
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The  following  samples  of  filtered  water  were  taken  during  1957  by

Controlled  Tipping.— All  household  refuse  is  deposited  in  the 
Controlled  Tip  at  Thorpe  Underwood,  and  facilities  are  available  for 
tradesmen  to  deposit  their  trade  waste  in  the  tip  at  moderate  charges. 

The  first  layer  of  covered  refuse  in  the  quarry  was  completed 
during  the  year,  which  constituted  8  years  refuse  collection. 

Salvage  Collections. — The  total  collections  of  mixed  waste  paper 
was  71  tons  6  cwts.,  an  increase  of  1  ton  6  cwts  compared  with  the 
figure  for  1956.

SECTION  F.  Infectious  Diseases. 

There  were  132  cases  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  11 
cases  in  1956. 

Measles. — There  were  120  notifications  during  the  year  compared 
with  2  in  the  previous  year.  All  these  cases  occurred  during  the  period 
February  to  May. 

Scarlet  Fever.- — 9  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared 
with  2  last  year.  All  the  cases  were  nursed  at  home  and  recovered. 

Paralytic  Poliomyelitis.- — 1  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  and 
was  removed  to  hospital.  This  case  recovered. 

Non-Paralytic  Poliomyelitis.— 1  case  of  this  disease  was  notified 
during  the  year  and  was  removed  to  hospital.  This  case  recovered. 

Whooping  Cough. — -1  case  was  notified  compared  with  none  in  the 
previous  year. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Public  Health  (Prevention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. — 

These  regulations  empower  the  Council  to  prevent  persons  suffering 
from  Tuberculosis  to  engage  in  the  milk  trade.  No  action  was  taken 
during  the  year. 

One  case  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the 
year.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Tuberculosis.  One  Non-Respiratoiy 
case  removed  to  another  district  and  two  Respiratory  cases  were  re¬ 
moved  from  the  Register  as  cured.
